Far below zero across the east- 
ern Plains, in wide areas of the 
Midwest and in many sections 
jf the Northeast as the season's 
longest cold wave continued. 
Winter begins Dec. 22.

Bodies of 
U.S. Airmen 
Recovered

SAIGON, Viet Nam (AP) - 


The bodies of three American 
aviators missing after their hel- 
icopter crashed into the ocean 
were recovered on a lonely 
beach in central Viet Nam to- 
day. 


The bodies were flown to Sai- 


gon for an autopsy to deter- 
mine the cause of death. No 
wreckage was sighted, 


The copilot, only survivor of 


the crash 15 miles south of 
Quang Ngai, told authorities 
the helicopter crashed Satur- 
day night half a mile offshore 
as it started to land to pick up 
wounded Vietnamese troops. 


The American spokesman 


said the three dead Americans 
were 
considered 
noncombat 


casualties. 


The copilot said the heli- 


copter was coming in for a 
landing "when suddenly I found 
water around my knees." Two 
accompanying helciopters com- 
pleted their missions. 


The copilot swam ashore and 


spent Saturday night hiding in 
the bushes. He contacted gov- 
ernment rescuers Sunday. 


A U.S. officer 
was killed 


w h e n Communist guerrillas 
fired at a battalion of Vietna- 
mese infantrymen in the jun- 
gles of northern Quang Tin 
province. The officer was an 
adviser to the battalion. There 
were no other government cas- 
ualties. 


Foreign Aid 
Measure Before 
the Congress

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


House debates foreign 'aid ap- 
propriations today as an ad- 
journment - bent Congress be- 
gins its final week of work. 


The 
House 
Appropriatoins 


Committee has recommended 
$2,801,700,000 in new funds for 
the aid program-$l,723,625,000 
below the request of the late 
President John F. Kennedy. 
President Johnson has appealed 
to Congress to reverse the re- 
duction lest the United States 
be forced "to follow policies of 
weakness and retreat." . .. 


The foreign aid appropriation 


is part of a $4,430,966,960 major 
money measure, one of six that 
are the main items, on Con- 
gress' program this week. 


The decks have also been 


cleared of everything else con- 
troversial, and leaders hope to 
call it quits Friday after more 
than 11 months of almost con- 
tinuous session. The prospect' 
is, however, that the windup 
will come as usual either late 
Saturday or early Sunday. 


There also is concern that 


after Thusday it may be hard 
to keep a majority of the Sen- 
ate and the House in Washing- 
ton to transact .business. Many 
members already have left and 
others plan to depart soon 


The aid cut approved Satur- 


day by the Appropriations Com- 
mittee is one of the deepest 
ever recommended for the pro- 
gram. The amount approved is 
$832 million below the spending 
ceiling authorized by Congress 
last week in a separate meas- 
ure. 


"The proposed reductions in 


foreign aid funds would put our 
foreign policy in a strait jack- 
et," Johnson said in a state- 
ment after the committee had 
wielded its ax.. 


"I urge the Congress, there- 


fore, to appropriate the funds 
essential to conduct strong and 
forward-looking foreign assist- 
ance programs in the U.S. .na- 
tional interest," the President 
said. 


One of the committee's ac- 


tions, slashing from $136 million 
to $100 million U.S. funds ear- 
marked for voluntary contribu- 
tions to special U.N. programs, 
drew the wrath of Adlai Steven- 
son, U.S. ambassador to the 
United Nations. 


If this "shocking action" is 


not reversed, Stevenson 
said

refugees and young countries, 
and U.S. prestige will suffer.

miners believed Lechin, who ar- 
rived in Catavi Sunday night, 
would have no trouble convinc- 
ng the rank and file to free the 
hostages.

Communist union leaders ar- 
rested by the government of 
President Victor Paz Estens- 
soro on a number of charges.

Damage Heavy 
in California 
Dam Disaster

LOS ANGELES (AP)-Three 


hundred million gallons of wa- 
ter roared out of a gaping hole 
in Baldwin 
Hills 
Reservoir, 


leaving three persons dead, at 
least $10 million damage—and 
one big unanswered 
question: 


Why? 


Investigators p r o b e d the 


cause of Saturday's devastating 
flood today as cleanup crews 
and h e a r t s i c k homeowners 
moved in to clear the stricken 
area of tons of muck and de- 
bris. 


For some, there was nothing 


to be done. 


The giant wall of water from 


the breaking dam swept blocks 
of homes away. Only deep, 
eroded gullies remained where 
attractive dwellings stood. Six- 
ty-four homes were destroyed 
and 82 were severely damaged. 


More 
fortunate 
residents 


picked among the ruins of their 
shattered homes, hoping to sal- 
vage items left behind when 
he order to evacuate disrupted 
the tranquil neighborhood. 


The big 
19.5acre reservoir 


owned by the Los Angeles De- 
partment of Water and Power, 
burst witli a mighty roar Satur- 
day afternoon after a small 
leak developed earlier in the 
day. 


The earth shook as huge 


chunks of earth from the dam 
collapsed into the hole created 
by the rushing waters. 


The flood smashed thrpugl; 


an expensive canyon residen- 
tial area, hit a garden court 
apartment development, spread 
through two business districts 
and another residential neigh- 
borhood, then piled into a flood 
control channel and 
poured 


into the ocean about five miles 
away. 


Up to 10 inches of thick mud 


covered: everything in the path, . | 
of the water. 


The many - facted investiga- 


tion starting today will 
at- 


tempt to answer: 


Mayor Samuel Yorty, who 


wants to know why the dam 
broke. 


Thousands of flood victims, 


who want to know who will pay 
for the damage. 


Thousands of other residents, 


living below similar reservoirs, 
and wondering... 


The Small Business Adminis- 


tration declared Baldwin Hills a 
disaster area, making available 
long-term, low interest loans for 
flood victims. 


Some facts and theories are 


already being advanced. 


Max K. Socha, chief engineer 


of water works for the depart- 
ment, said the dam was of the 
most advanced design. 


But he said that with the res- 


ervoir now empty, a long series 
of ragged holes can be seen in 
the asphalt inner surface of the 
dam. 


The holes lead in a straight 


line from one side to the big 
break in the wall and may have 
been the leaks that caused the 
dam to collapse, Socha said. 


Other possibilities mentioned 


included earth tremors, subsid- 
ence from 
oil drilling, 
and 


cracking and stretching of the 
whole area. 


Payment for damage will 


probably hinge on a court deci- 
sion on the cause of the break. 


The Department of Water and 


Power is covered by $14.8 mil- 
lion in insurance, but if it is 
found that the dam collapsed 
because of an "Act of God" 
raher than structural 
failure, 


the insurance companies might 
not have to pay.
